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SECTION I 


The licensing system 
The licensing system in detail is given in the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure , a new edition of which 
is being issued separately . 


Manner of presentation 


2 . The order and manner of presentation in the Red Book has 
been further rationalised for easy reference , as under : 

Section II in this volume (Volume I) contains the policy state 

ment showing the items licensable to established impor 
ters and detailed licensing policy for actual users 
(Industrial) ; 


Section III contains the detailed policy for items licensable to 

established importers ; 
Section IV lists out the items the import of which has been 

canalised through the State Trading Corporation ; 


Section V contains appendices ; and 
Section VI contains the alphabetical index . 


3 . The import policy for registered exporters is given in a sepa 
rate volume (Volume II) of the Import Trade Control Policy (Red 
Book ) . 


Established importers 


4 . The detailed import policy for established importers is given 
in Section III in this volume. The quota percentages as given per 
tain to the annual quota , and the established importers should 
submit their applications for import licences on annual basis . 


5 . The items licensable to established importers have been divid 
ed into a number of groups for the sake of interchangeability , as 
indicated in the Annexure to Section III . 


6 . Last date for submission of applications. The established 
Importers should submit their applications for import licences , com 
plete in all respects, so as to reach the licensing authorities con 
cerned on or before the 30th June, 1968 . 


7. Applications for establishment/ refixation of quotas should also 
be made, complete in all respects, so as to reach the licensing autho 
rities concerned not later than the 30th June, 1968 . In such cases , 
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the applications for import licences can be made within 30 days 
from the date of issue of the quota certificate . 


8 . Basic period . - The basic period for the purpose of calculating 
the quota of established importers will be from 1951-52 to 1965 - 66 , 
for all items, unless otherwise provided . However , quotas already 
fixed in accordance with the basic periods prior to 1951- 52 will be 
accepted for the grant of quota licences, if otherwise due . 

9 . No applications for refixation or re - establishment of quotas 
will be entertained in the following cases : 

(i) For items licensable to established importers at a quota 

of more than 100 per cent. 
For items falling under a particular serial number or 
sub - serial number of the I. T . C . Schedule , but imported 
against a licence for a different S . No. or Sub - s . No., under 
the concession of interchangeability provided to establish 
ed importers or under other provisions applicable to 

established importers . 
10 . Importers holding quota certificates based on past imports 
pertaining to the basic period upto 1960 -61, will not be allowed to 
have their quotas refixed , except in cases where refixation of quotas 
is sought on the basis of imports in a year subsequent to 1960 -61 
within the prescribed basic period . 

11. Importers who got their earlier quotas refixed on the basis 
of their imports during 1961- 62 to 1965 -66 , will not be allowed to 
have further refixation of quotas, except in cases where such further 
refixation of quota is sought, within the prescribed basic period , on 
the basis of imports in a year subsequent to the year on which the 
earlier quota was based . 

12 . Minimum value of licences. The minimum value of licences 
issued under the policy for established importers will be Rs. 1 ,000 , 
unless otherwise provided . 

13 . In the event of division of quota of an established importer , 
the succeeding parties will get their proportionate shares of the 
approved quota of the original firm ; and none of them will be allow 
ed the concession of obtaining minimum value licences . In such 
cases, the total value of licences admissible to all the succeeding 
parties , taken together , will be equal to the entitlement of the origi 
nal firm , had there been no division of quota .

14 . Cases in which licences will not be issued . — An established 
importer will not be eligible to a licence where his entitlement under 
the policy works out to Rs. 100 or below , or the value of his quota 
certificate or past imports on which a licence is claimed , is upto 
Rs. 200 . 

15 . The annual licence issued to an established importer for the 
period April 1968 - March 1969 , against free foreign exchange , will 
be subject to the following conditions : 

(1) Licences valued upto Rs. 10.000 can be utilised in one lot 

at any time during the period of validity of the licence ; 
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( it ) In the case of licences valued above Rs. 10, 000 the licensee 

shall not be permitted to make remittance against his . 
licence for a value exceeding 50 per cent of the value 
of the licence during the first six months of the period of 
validity of the licence. Such licences will be given an 
additional validity of six months for utilisation of only 
the second half of the value of the licence , 


16 . In the case of licences for spare parts issued to established : 
importers, it will not be open to the licensee to import components 
against such licences, and that the licences , in question , will be valid 
only for the import of spare parts required for maintenance of the 
machinery in use in the country , and falling under the serial number 
or sub -serial number of the I. T . C . Schedule against which the 
licence has been issued . 


Spare -parts of earthmoving machinery 
17. Applications for spare parts of earthmoving machinery , listed 
in Appendix 4 , will be considered for import from U .S . A . under 
U . S . Aid conditions, and from Rupee Payment Area, from those who 
have imported spare parts of earthmoving machinery from the res 
pective sources during any of the financial years 1965 -66 , 1966 -67 and 
1967- 68 . 


18 . Applications should be made to the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports , New Delhi in the form prescribed for established 
importers. The application should also be supported by a certificate 
from a Chartered Accountant indicating, year -wise , the c .i. f. value 
of spare parts of earthmoying machinery falling under S . No . 
85 ( 5 ) ( il ) ( a ) / V , imported by the applicant during the period from 
1965 - 66 to 1967 -68 , from U . S . A , or Rupee Payment Area , as the case 
may be. 

19. The last date for submission of such applications will be the 
31st July , 1968. 

Imports for stock and sale through S.T .C . 
20 . Import licences will be issued to the S . T . C . for the under 
mentioned items to be imported from Rupee Payment Area for stock 
and sale purposes : 

Machine tools ; Ball, Roller and Taper Bearings; Printing machi 
nery ; Parts of tractors , Photographic equipment and spare parts ; 
High pressure gas cylinders ; Diesel fuel injection pump ; Testing 
equipment; Spare parts of road rollers; Photographic sensitised 
material; Raw film and Sera and vaccine. 

Imports for stock and sale through Co - operatives 
21. Imports of a few seletced consumer goods, namely , medicines, 
text and technical books, hearing aids and hearing aid batteries , 
artists brushes and rubber contraceptives , will be allowed through 
the National Co -operative Consumers Federation , New Delhi, within 
a limited ceiling, for distribution through Consumer Co- operative 
Stores. 
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Actual users (Industrial) 

Existing units 

(a ) Priority industries 
22. In the case of 59 priority industries listed in Appendix 1 , the 
need -based policy for import of raw materials , components and spares 
will continue during the period April 1968 -- March 1969. The proce 
dure for the grant of import licences to the units engaged in these 
industries will be as indicated below . 

(1) Import of spare -parts by priority industries 
23. The units engaged in the priority industries , both in the large 
and the small scale sectors , should submit separate applications for 
import of spare parts. Such applications should be made on annual 
basis covering the requirements of the unit for the period April 1968 – 
March 1969. There will be no last date for submission of such appli 
cations, 


24 . The applications for import of spare parts should be accom 
panied by a statement indicating all the particulars of the imported 
machinery as well as the indigenous machinery having imported 
-components , installed or used in the applicant unit, for the main 
tenance of which the spare parts are sought to be imported . A pro 
forma of the statement in which the particulars are to be furnished , 
is given in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Proce 
dure , 1968. 


25 . Import licences for spare parts will be valid for the import of 
permissible spare parts required for the plant, machinery and equip 
ment installed or used in the licence holder s factory , but items 
appearing in Appendix 3 will not be allowed to be imported for a 
total value exceeding 10 per cent of the value of the licence , within 
the overall value of the licence . It will not be necessary for the 
applicant to furnish a list of spare parts to be imported , unless he 
desires to import restricted spare parts for more than 5 per cent of 
the value of the licence . If an applicant requires to import restrict 
ed items listed in the said Appendix 3 in excess of the value limit of 
5 per cent indicated above, he should apply for a specific endorse 
ment on the licence to this effect, furnishing a list of such items sought 
to be imported .

26 . Import licences for spare parts will be issued for the value 
considered reasonable by the licensing authority for the purpose of 
maintenance of the machinery in use . 


27 . The units borne on the books of the D .G . T . D . should make 
their applications, in the prescribed form and manner , to the Chief 
Controllor of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, through the D .G . T .D ; 

28 . The units in the small scale sector and such of the non -SSI 
units as are sponsored by the State Directors of Industries or State 
Drugs Controllers should make their import applications, in the 
prescribed form and manner, to the regional licensing authorities con 
cerned direct, and not through the sponsoring authorities . 
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29 . The units not covered by paragraphs 27 and 28 above, should 
make their import applications, in the prescribed form and manner, 
to the regional licensing authorities concerned through the respective 
sponsoring authorities . 

(0 ) Import of raw materials and components by priority Industries 


30. The existing units engaged in the priority industries should 
make their import applications for raw inaterials and components , 
end- product -wise , by way of claiming replenishment of imported raw 
materials and components consumed by the unit within a given period . 
The first import application during April 1968 - March 1969 should 
be made on the basis of actual consumption during the period of 
six months commencing from 1st October 1967; and thereafter im 
port applications will be based on consumption in subsequent periods. 
of not less than three months, and not more than six months, from 
1st April 1968 onwards . 

31 . There will be no last date for submission of applications, and 
a unit can apply for licences any time it can show consumption of 
imported raw materials and components as indicated above. The 
licensing authority will not, however, entertain an application for 
licence from an applicant in whose case the unutilised value of out -- 
standing licences in hand on the date of application , is more than 
the c. i. f, value of consumption for the replenishment of which the 
import licence is claimed . The unutilised value of licences to be 
taken into account for this purpose will be the balance value avail -: 
able in the Customs copies of the licences , reduced by the amount 
for which firm commitments have been made by opening letters of 
credit. The applicants should , therefore, make their applications for 
licences only when they are eligible to apply under this provision .. 
Import licences will be issued on the basis of consumption of im 
ported raw material and components . 

32 . In the case of units engaged in the following machine building 
industries , the licensing authorities may consider issuing import 
licences for raw materials and components for a value more than that 
of the consumption shown, provided the applicant gives justification 
for the same in his import application : 

(1) Industrial and mining machinery , 
(ii) Workshop machinery and equipment other than machine 

tools . 
(iii) Industrial furnaces . 
(iv ) Construction and earth moving equipment. 
( v ) Cranes and hoist blocks . 
(vi) Telecommunication equipment, 
(vii ) Wagons. 

(vili ) Industrial refrigeration equipment. 
The condition of eligibility laid down in para 31 above will not apply 
to these industries ; but the licensing authorities will deal with the 
applications in such cases having regard to the stocks held by the 
applicant and the balances available against licences in hand . 
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83 . In support of consumption etc., the application for licence 
should be accompanied by a statement in triplicate , indicating the 
c . 1. 1. value of the imported raw materials and components consumed 
by the unit , the production actually turned out, the unutilised value 
of licences in hand , in the proforma appearing in Appendix 2 duly 
certifed by a Chartered Accountant. The information relating to 
consumption and particulars of Import licences to be given in the 
statement should be in respect of the items of raw materials and 
components for which the applicant has obtained licences from LT.C . 
authorities . In respect of items for which applications for import 
licences are required to be made to the Iron and Steel Controller s 
Organisation , a separate statement in this proforma should accom 
pany the appliction to be submitted to the Iron and Steel Controller s 
Organisation . The applicant and the Chartered Accountant should 
ensure that the information given in the statement is complete and 
accurate . Applications supported by incorrect statements will be 
liable to be summarily rejected , without prejudice to any other action 
that may be taken in this behalf. The licensing authority may , if 
necessary , call for documentary evidence to verify the correctness 
of the information furnished in the said statement. 

34 . In cases where applications for licences are to be made through 
the sponsoring authorities, one copy of the statement referred to 
above, will be retained by the sponsoring authority and the remaining 
two copies will be sent to the licensing authority along with the 
application : 1 tases where applications are to be made direct to the 
licensing authorities, one copy of the statement in question will be 
sent by the licensing authority to the sponsoring authority while 
sending an intimation about the issue of the licence . This will enable 
the sponsoring authorities to verify the correctness of the information 
furnished in the statement. The licensing authority will also send 
one copy of the statement to the Central Excise authority concerned . 


35 . Applications for licences should be made to the licensing 
authorities as indicated in paragraphs 27 , 28 and 29 above . The appli 
cations should also be accompanied by the required number of copies 
of the list of items sought to be imported . The number of copies of the 
list of items likely to be required may be calculated by the applicant 
on the basis of seven copies of each licence of the set of previous 
licences issued . 

36 . Import licences for raw materials and components issued to 
the priority industries will be valid for import of permissible spare 
parts ( excluding those listed in Appendix 3 ), to the extent of 25 per 
cent of the value of such licences , within the overall value of the 
licence . 


Export effort by priority Industries 
37. Some of the industries included in the priority list are tradi 
tionally export -oriented ( e .g ., tea , coffee , jute textiles , cotton tex 
tiles, etc.); and these will continue to receive all the necessary assist 
ance in regard to their import requirements. In order to help produc 
tion for export in other priority industries, it has been decided to 
accord preferential treatment to units in these industries which con 
tribute to overseas sales that is which export 10 % or more of their

production or whose products are used in exports to this extent. Such 
preferential treatment will include facilities firstly for the expansion 
and improvement of their installed production capacity and secondly 
for the import of their import requirements from sources of their 
choice . For the purpose of implementing this policy during 1968 -69, 
the export performance during 1967-68 will be taken into consider 
ation . 


38 . The priority industries listed in Appendix 10 are in a position 
to increase their contribution to overseas sales. The individual units 
in these industries are advised to forward with their applications for 
Import licences a statement of their export performance . The require 
ments for units whose export performance exceeds 5 % of their pro 
duction will be met in full, and to the extent possible , from preferred 
sources . The requirements of units which fail to achieve minimum 
export performance although they have been in production for more 
than 5 years , will, however , not be met from preferred sources and 
are liable to be cut in the event of inadequate availability of foreign 
exchange. 


Esport effort by industries other than priority Industries 
39. In the case of industries other than those in the priority list, 
where the end - products are covered by the import policy for Regis 
tered Exporters , the units whose production , exported or used in 
exports , during the year 1967 - 68 , amounted to 10 % and abovezill be 
treated during 1968 -69 as if they belong to the 18t of prority Indust 
tries . They will also qualify for being given some preference in 
regard to the sources of supply for their requirements of raw 
materials , components and spares , and receive preference in the 
matter of facilities for the expansion of installed capacity .

(6 ) Industries other than priority industries 


Import of raw materials, components and spares 


40 . The exporting units engaged in industries other than the 
priority industries will be given priority treatment , as indicated in 
para 39 above, 


41 . In the case of other units in this group of industries , the policy 
and procedure for import of raw materials, components and spares 
during April 1968 –– March 1969 will be the same as during April 1967 – 
March 1968 period , as stated below .

42. The applications for licences should be made after utilising the 
previous set of licences for raw materials , components and spares 
issued to the unit to the extent of 90 per cent by way of opening letter 
of credit , or 60 per cent by way of actual importation , or 70 per cent by 
shipment of goods. The evidence showing utilisation of the previous 
set of licences in the form of original or photostat of the Exchange 
Control or Customs copy of the licence (s ) , as the case may be, should 
be produced . In lieu of Exchange Control copy of the licence , a certi 
ficate from the concerned bank in support of opening of letter of 
credit may also be acceptable .

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. 43 . These units should make consolidated applications for raw 
materials , components and spares . There will be no last date for sub 
mission of applications. 

44. The units borne on the books of the D .G . T . D . should make their 
applications to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New 
Delhi, through the D .G . T . D ., on a half yearly basis . The first applica 
tion from such units during April 1968 – March 1969 , covering the 
requirements for six months, should be made after utilising to the 
extent specified , the previous set of licences for raw materials com 
ponents and spares issued to the unit in respect of the period April 
1967 – March 1968. The second application , during April 1968 — March 
1969, covering further requirements for six months, may be made 
after utilising the set of licences issued against the first application 
upto the specified extent. 

45 . The small scale units and also such of the non -SSI units as are 
sponsored by the State Directors of Industries or State Drugs Con 
trollers should make their import applications on annual basis for the 
period April 1968 - March 1969, after utilising the previous licences 
for raw materials , components and spares issued to the unit for the 
period April 1967 – March 1968 , upto the specified extent. Such units 
should make their applications direct to the regional licensing autho 
rities, and not through the sponsoring authorities.

46 . The units not covered by paragraphs 44 and 45 above should 
make their import applications to the regional licensing authorities 
concerned through the respective sponsoring authorities , on a half 
yearly basis , in the same manner as laid down for the units borne on 
the books of the D .G . T . D . 


47. The units which did not apply for import licences for raw 
materials, components and spares during April 1967 – March 1968 or 
whose applications for the said period have been rejected for some 
reason , can apply for import of raw materials , components and 
spares during April 1968 - -March 1969 after utilising the import 
licences for raw materials , components and spares issued to them 
for the period April 1966 – March 1967, upto the specified extent. 


48 . Import applications should be made in the prescribed form 
and manner , along with the required number of copies of the list of 
items of raw materials and components sought to be imported . The 
number of copies of the list of items likely to be required may be 
calculated by the applicant on the basis of seven copies for each 
licence of the set of previous licences issued . 


49 . It will not be necessary for the applicant to furnish the list 
of spare parts sought to be imported unless he desires to have an 
endorsement on the licence permitting the import of specific items 
of spares from among those listed in Appendix 3 . 


Value of licences to be issued to industries other than priority industries 

50 . In the case of small scale units and such of the non - SSI units 
as are sponsored by the State Directors of Industries or State Drugs 
Controllers , the import licences , for raw materials, components and 
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spares for the period April 1968 — March 1969 will be issued on the 
basis of the value of licences for raw materials , components and 
spares issued to such units for the period April 1967 - March 1968 . 
In the case of units which did not apply during April 1967 — March 
1968 or whose application for that period was rejected , the value of 
the import licences for the period April 1968 — March 1969 will be 
based on the value of licences for raw materials , components and 
spares issued to the units for the period April 1966 – March 1967. 

51 . In the case of other units, import licences will be issued on 
the basis of recommendation of the sponsoring authority . 

New unit 
52. The new units are those to whom no import licences for raw 
materials, components and spares have been issued for the periods 
April 1966 — March 1987 and April 1967- March 1968 , and who have 
either got the requisite machinery installed or have made firm 
arrangements for machinery and premises and power supply where 
necessary . 


New units (priority industries) 
53. The new units, both in the large and the small scale sectors, 
should make their first and second import application for raw 
materials and components, through the sponsoring authority con 
cerned , each covering their requirements for 6 months. In the case 
of proposed units , the sponsoring authority will recommend a licence 
against the second application only after the unit has gone into pro 
duction . Subsequent applications can be made by them on the basis 
of actual consumption in the same manner as has been laid down for 
the existing units engaged in the priority industries . 

54. Applications for import of spare parts should also be made 
by such units through the sponsoring authorities concerned . 

New units ( Industries other than priority industries) 
55 . The new units belonging to this category , both in the large 
and the small scale sectors , should make consolidated import appli 
cations for raw materials , components and spares to the licensing 
authorities concerned through the sponsoring authorities con 
cerned . The small scale units and such of the non -SSI 
units as are sponsored by the State Directors of Industries or 
State Drugs Controllers , and who have the requisite machinery 
installed , should make their import applications on annual basis , 
while the other units including the propsed units, should apply on a 
half -yearly basis as in the case of the existing units. In the case of 
proposed units , the sponsoring authority will recommend a licence 
against the second application only after the unit has gone into pro 
duction 


Items to be allowed to actual users 
56 . The items open to actual users are given in Section II in this 
volume. Ordinarily , the items which are not licensable to actual 
users, will not be allowed to be imported . 
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57 . Items shown as licensable for export production only , will be 
allowed only in the import licences issued to actual users under the 
import policy for registered exporters . 

58 . Requests for import of items shown as licensable to actual 
users On Restricted Basis will be considered in cases where import 
becomes necessary to supplement indigenous production , or items in 
certain specifications are not available indigenously , or in cases- 
where Indigenous substitutes are not suitable for use in certain end 
products , 

Emergency Hcences for spares to actual users 
59 . The policy and procedure for the grant of emergency licences 
for spares to actual users is given in the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure , 1968 . 

Actual users (Mining and Collieries ) 
60 . Applications for import of spare parts of mining and colliery 
machinery , not available indigenously , will be considered from actual 
users on annual basis , covering their requirements for the year April 
1968March 1969 . The last date for submission of such applications 
will be 31st July , 1968. The detailed procedure for the sub -mission of 
such applications is given in the Import Trade Control Hand Book 
of Rules and Procedure, 1968 . 

Newspaper establishments Publishers of perlodicals 
61. Applications from Newspaper establishments and publishers 
of periodicals for import of newsprint and art paper will be con 
sidered by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports , New Delhi. 
Such applications should be made through the Registrar of News 
papers, Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, New Delhi. 

62 . The applications from Newspaper establishments for their 
other requirements will also be considered by the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports , New Delhi. Such applications should be 
made direct to the licensing authorities, and not through the Registrar 
of Newspapers . 


63 . The detailed procedure for submission of applications is given 
in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure , 1968 . 

Actual users (Services) 
64 . Applications for import of spare parts for maintenance of the 
Imported machinery and equipment, or indigenously made machinery 
and equipment having imported components , or for import of other 
materlals, or both spare parts and other materials , as the case may be , 
will be considered from actual users of the categories indicated 
below : 

(1) Fleet owners. 
( fi) Construction agencies . 
(111 ) Garages and Workshops . 
(lv ) Printers. 
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(v ) Publishers of Books . 
( vi) Film Studios and Laboratories . 


65 . The applications should be made on annual basis covering 
requirements for the year April 1968 – March 1969. There will be 
no last date for submission of applications. The detailed procedure 
for making such applications is given in the Import Trade Control 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure , 1968 . 


Actual users (Institutions) 
66 . The import requirements of universities, educational insti 
tutions, research organisations and technical / technological institutions 
and hospitals will be allowed in respect of items which are cleared 
by the D .G . T . D . from indigenous angle . 


67 . Import licences will be issued in such cases for the values for 
which foreign exchange is released on each application by the 
University Grants Commission or the administrative Ministry of the 
Central Government, as the case may be. Where no foreign exchange 
is provided as above, but the requirements are considered essential 
and urgent, the applications duly recommended by the sponsoring 
authority may be considered subject to the availability of foreign 
exchange at the disposal of the licensing authority . 

68. The detailed procedure for submission of applications is given ... 
in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure , 1968. 


Public sector undertakings 
69. The procedure for submission of import applications by public 
sector undertakings (industrial as well as others ) and projects is 
given in the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure , 
1968. 


D , G , S . & D . and Railway contracts 
70 . The procedure for dealing with applications made by firms 
to import goods in respect of which a contract has been placed with 
them by the D .G . S . & D . or State railways, has been laid down in the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure , 1968 . 


Import of capital goods / heavy electrical Plant and machine tools 
71 . The procedure for submission of applications for import of 
Capital Goods, Heavy Electrical Plants , Machine Tools and cther 
machinery and equipments is given in the Import Trade Control 
Hand Book of Rules and Procedure , 1968 . 


72 . The applications for import of machinery and equipment from 
actual users will be considered as and when received . However , an 
existing unit applying for replacement /balancing / modernisation 
equipment should make only one application in a half year , except 
that the applications to meet emergent situations like break -down , or 
in response to a specific foreign credit may be permitted at any time.

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73 . Applications for import of mining machinery , printing . 
machinery , Garage and Workshop machinery , Construction machinery 
and Studio equipment will also be considered from actual users, 
subject to the availability of monetary ceiling for this purpose .

The evidence regarding 
utilisation of previous licences should be produced in the form of 
original or photostat of the exchange control or customs copy of the 
licence as the case may be. In lieu of Exchange Control copy of the 
licence , a certificate from a bank regarding opening of Letter of 
Credit may also be acceptable . There will be no last date for sub 
mission of applications.

Remarks: 

In terms of Ministry of Commerce I. T .C . Order No . 2 / 66 , dated 
16th June, 1988 as amended , vide I. T .C . Order No . 5 / 66 , dated 24th 
June 1966 , Artists materials namely water colour tubes , canvas, 
brushes (made of Hog or Sable hair ) and Palette knives can be 
imported by any individual for his personal use without an import 
licence , provided the c .i. f, value of the import at any one time shall 
not exceed Rs. 150 .

1. Import licences will be issued to established importers on a 
quota of 150 per cent . 

2. On specific request, quota licences will be endorsed by the 
licensing authority to make them valid for the import of (i) technical 
journals and magazines , (ii ) news magazines and ( iii) non - technical 
journals and magazines . Such endorsements will not permit non 
technical journals and magazines for more than 40 per cent of the 
face value of the licence, and not more than 20 ,000 copies of a single 
non - technical journal and magazine per issue, will be allowed to be 
reported . While making requests for endorsements, the applicants 
should submit five copies of the list of journals, magazines and news 
magazines sought to be imported . The import of magazines , perlodi 
cals and journals appearing in List - I of this Appendix , will not be 
allowed to be imported under any circumstances . 

3. Books of fiction can be imported only up to 10 per cent of the 
face value of the quota licence . However books of fiction meant for 
children will not be subject to this restriction , 


4 . Import of undesirable types of books, comics and fictions, will 
not be allowed to be imported against licences for books . 

5 . Import of map globes will also not be permitted against licences 
for books. 


6 . Reprints of books, i.e, extracts of topics or research materials 
of interest can be imported against quota licences . 


7 . Quota licences may be endorsed permitting import of edu 
cational film strips to the required extent on production of evidence 
of orders for supply of strips to the educational institutions. 


8. Quota licences can also be utilised for import of teaching aids 
of the undermentioned categories up to 10 per cent of the face value 
thereof : 


" Teaching aids falling in the category of mental, psychological 

tests other than paper and pencil, and scholastic tests , flash 
cards, writing folders , cut out and press out books for 
model making, phonic cards , work -books and word building 
and picture dictionery cards, geographical note books and 
recording cards , and records for learnging of languages. 


9 . Applications from established importers will also be considere. 
for the grant of supplementary licences which will be valid only for 
the import of books mentioned in List - II in this Appendix . On 
specific request, the licensing authority may also endorse such licences 
10 G . of I. Ex. - -15 . 
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to make them valid for import of technical Journals and magazines 
and for the import of books other than those mentioned in List - II 
in this Appendix . Such requests should be accompanied by five 
copies of the list of technical journals and magazines /books sought 
to be imported. Applications for issue of supplementary licences 
should be made to the regional licensing authority concerned by 15th 
October , 1968, 


10 . Quota / supplementary licences will also be valid for the import 
of books appearing in List - II in this Appendix , in sheet form , 


11 . The existing concession whereby the Collectors of Customs 
are authorised to release post parcels containing books, magazines 
and periodicals without the importers having to produce the import 
licences , will continue during April 1968 – March 1969 period . The 
iicensee will ensure that only such books, magazines and journals are 
got released under this concession , for the import of which he holds 
a valid licence. The value of books, magazines and journals imported 
by post parcels will be deemed to have been debited to the licence 
against which the import has been made. 


12 . Importers of books should obtain IVC Registration / Exemption 
Numbers . However , applications for import licences made during 
April 1968 — March 1969 period , will be considered even without the 
production of IVC Numbers. 


13 . Applications from the new comers will be considered for issue 
of licences for books on the following basis : - 


( a ) Applicants should have been dealing in the internal trade 

of books for a minimum period of one year during any of 
the years April 1965 March 1966 , April 1966 — March 1967 

and April 1967 – March 1968 . 
( b ) The minimum internal purchase turnover of books in a year 

falling within the aforesaid period should be Rupees one 

lakhs. 
( c ) Licences will be issued for the value equal to 10 per cent. 

of the annual purchase turn -over as certified by the 
Chartered Accountant, or for Rupees two lakhs, whichever 

is less. 
(d ) Licences issued will be valid only for import of books 

mentioned in List - II in this Appendix . 


Applications should be accompanied by a certificate from the Char 
tered Accountant showing the details of individuals purchase transac 
tions of books viz ., date , value and name and address of the persons 
or firms from whom the purchases were made.

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SECTION 1 
The Licensing system under the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters in detail is given in the Import Trade Control Hand Book 
of Rules and Procedure , a new edition of which has been issued 
simultaneously . 
Objective 

2 . The objective of the Import Policy for Registered Exporters is 
to provide, against the export of certain specified products, replenish 
.ment from the most preferred sources, of the imported materials, 
intermediates , components and parts used in the manufacture of the 
export products . 
Exports eligible and not eligible for replenishment 

3 Exports to Nepal, Sikkim and Bhutan will not qualify for this 
facility , as also the exports to Afghanistan if made otherwise than 
against payment in free foreign exchange . 

4. Export on consignment basis will qualify for the replenishment 
only after final sale has taken place . 
Products eligible for replenishment 
: 5 ( i) Products against export of which import replenishment will 
" be allowed under this policy have been listed in the statement in 
Section II. The extent of replenishment, that is the value of import 
licence that will be permissible against each export product , has 
been indicated in the same statement in terms of a percentage of the 
fo.b , value of the export. 

5 (ii ) In cases where the quantum of replenishment that has been 
provided is inadequate to accommodate some essential raw material 
or component which needs to be imported on the ground that the 
indigenous substitute is not good enough in quality for maintaining 
the competitive strength of the export products , requests for exceed 
ing the prescribed replenishment will be considered on merits . 

6 . The percentages indicated in Section II will apply in the case 
of exports effected on or after 1st April 1968 . In the event of any 
subsequent change in these percentages, the percentage current on 
the date of export will be applicable for purposes of granting 
replenishment licences. 

7 . Import Licences issued under this Policy , unless indicated other 
wise , will be valid for imports from the General Currency Area , 
irrespective of the country to which exported . 
Persons eligible for licences 

8 . The applicants for import licences under this policy will be the 
registered exporters who have effected the exports, whether they be 
merchant -exporters or manufacture -exporters . 

9. Import licences, under this Policy will be issued only subject to 
actual user " condition . Ordinarily such licences will be issued in 
the name of the registered - ovporter onlv if he is the manufacturer of 
the product exported . In the case of the following specified export 
products , however , the import licences will be issued in favour of the 
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exporter even though he may not be registered as a manufacturer 
exporter , if he gets such goodsmanufactured elsewhere on his account. 
and undertakes not to sell or otherwise dispose of the materials . 
allowed to him for import . 

( 1 ) E .P . N .S . German Silverware . 
( 2) Leather and Leather Goods . 
(3 ) Sports Goods. 
( 4 ) Handicrafts . 
(5 ) Gem and Jewellery . 
(6 ) Agarbaties and Chandan Dhoop .

In all other cases the import licences will be issued in favour of 
a manufacturer or manufacturers nominated by the exporter . It is 
open to a manufacturer - exporter also not to take the licence in his 
own name but to ask for the licence to be issued in favour of a manu 
facturer nominated by him . 


10 . Nominations may be made in favour of a manufacturer /manu 
facturers of any product in the " product sub - group" (vide Note 8 
at the beginning of Section II) to which the exported product be 
longs; nomination may also be made in favour of a manufacturer of 
a part , component or material covered by the Import Policy for 
Registered Exporters , and used in the manufacture of the exported . 
product . 


11. In cases where the total import replenishment due against a 
merchant- exporter s export of items falling within a product sub 
group is less than Rs. 1,000 in value, it will be permissible for him to 
transfer the quantum of such replenishment to a manufacturer /manu 
facturers nominated in respect of other exports effected by him during 
the same period . 

12. The particulars of the nomination should be furnished in the 
application itself . 


Items of import 

13. Column 4 of Section II indicates against some of the export 
products the items that will be allowed for import under this policy 
in the licences to be issued on or after 1st April 1968. In the event 
of any amendments being made in the permissible lists of items in 
this column , the amended policy in regard to the items will apply to 
the licences issued after the amendments . 


14 . A manufacturer -exporter or a manufacturer nominated on the 
basis of his being a manufacturer of any one of the products appearing 
under the same product sub -group as the exported product may , under 
the replenishment licence , claim import of any or all of the items 
shown as permissible against the particular exported product in Col. 4 
of the Statement provided they are required for actual use . They may 
also ask for any or all of the Items figuring in their latest preferably 
valid , actual user licence for raw materials , components and spares . 
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15. Manufacturers nominated on the ground of their being manu 
facturers of a part, component or material used in the exported pro 
duct, may claim the licence for the permissible items if indicated 
against such part, component or material în Section II. They may 
also ask for any of the items figuring in their latest, preferably valid , 
actual user licence for raw materials, components and spares. 


16 . The items of import asked for as above on the strength of an 
actual user licence will be generally allowed provided they are per 
missible to actual users according to the current import policy ( i.e . 
if they have been shown as A .U ., A . U . on a restricted basis , or A . U . 
for export production only ). Stainless steel sheets , strips circles and 
plates will not be allowed to be imported unless they are specifically 
indicated in Col. 4 of Section II against the export product concern 
ed , or they are specially cleared for import in any particular case .

17. The licensing authority will also consider on merits requests 
for import of any other items ( i) permissible to actual users as indi 
cated above and recommended by the sponsoring authority and 
( ii ) required for manufacture of the exported product , or for the 
production of a part, component or material used in the manufacture 
of the exported product. 


18 . An import licence issued to a manufacturer -exporter against 
his own exports , may , on request, be made valid for : 

(a ) an amount not exceeding 20 per cent. of the value of the 

licence or one lakh of rupees whichever is less , for import 
of permissible types of jigs and tools and equipment for 

packing and tagging ; and 
(b ) an amount not exceeding 50 per cent . of the value of the 

licence or two lakhs of rupees , whichever is less, for Import 
of plant and machinery required for replacement balancing 
or modernisation , provided that the import of plant and 
machinery is cleared by the D .G . T . D . and the appropriate 
Capital Goods Committee , and provided further that the 
facility is not availed of more than twice in any financial 
year. 


Canalised Imports 


19. If an item allowed for import under this Policy happens to be 
canalised for import through the STC / MMTC or any other agency in 
accordance with the current Import Policy , a release order will be 
issued in favour of the manufacturer for supply being arranged by 
the canalising agency at the international price plus reasonable 
incidentals. 


20. Arrangements have also been made for stocking by the STC / 
MMTC of certain items of raw materials ( other than canalised ) likely 
to be required for export-production . In respect of such items, the 
applicant for or the holder of a licence issued under this policy will 
have the option of asking for a release order on the stocking agency 
by having the value of his licence reduced by a corresponding extent 
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4 oplications for licences. 

21. Applications for import licences should be made in the pres 
cribed form direct to the concerned Import and Export Control Autho 
rity within whose jurisdiction the registered office of the Registered 
Exporter is situated . Hitherto licences for iron and steel items 
were being issued by the organisation of the Iron and Steel Controller . 
In future , licences for these items also will be issued by the Import 
and Export Control Authorities . 
Special features of Gem and Jewellery , Handicrafts and Cinemato 
graph Films ( exposed ) . 

Gem and Jewellery 
22. Applications for Import Licences should be routed through the 
Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion Council. 

23. Applications for replenishment licences should be made by the 
registered exporters only after the sale proceeds of export have been 
realised and surrendered to the Indian Exchange Control. 

24 . Import licences will be issued only in the name of the register 
ed exporter for manufacture /processing of the materials to be import 
ed , on his own account. No nomination will be allowed . 

25 . Exports of gem and jewellery items to Rupee Currency Area 
will qualify for grant of replenishment licences valid for imports only 
from Rupee Currency Area. 

26 . A provision has been made for utilisation up to a certain per 
centage the face value of the licence for import of permissible items 
of machinery equipment, testing apparatus, tools and implements re 
quired for gem ang jewellery industry . 
Sales to foreign tourists of gem and jewellery items 

27. A provision has also been made for grant of replenishment 
against sales to foreign tourists by registered and approved jewellers 
against payment in foreign currency travellers cheques . The details 
of the policy and procedure are separately given in the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure , 1968 . 
Handicrafts 

28 . Hitherto against export of handicraft items, release orders on 
the Handicrafts and Handlooms Export Corporation were being issued 
by the All India Handicrafts Board , New Delhi on applications being 
submitted to them . In respect of export of handicraft items effected 
on or after 1st April 1968 , the Registered Exporters may be granted 
import licences by the concerned licensing authorities. The applica 
tions for licences should be made to the concerned licensing 
authorities. 


29 . Sales to foreign tourists are also considered for grant of re 
plenishment licences subject to the procedure prescribed by the All 
India Handicrafts Board being followed . In these cases , applications 
should be made to the concerned Licensing Authority through the 
AIHB . 
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Cinematograpk films (exposed ) 

30 . Application for release of raw stock / grant of licences should 
be made to the licensing authority only after the sale proceeds of 
export, have been realised and surrendered to the Indian Exchange 
Control. 

31. In regard to the replenishment of raw stock permissible against 
the export of cinematograph Alms ( exposed ) , other than News films 
and T . V . films, release orders will be issued on the S . T .C . for supply 
of the permissible raw stock , and no import licence will be granted . 
Advance Licence 

32 . Requests from Registered Exporters for grant of advance 
licences or CCPs or for issue of an advance release order on 
a canalising / stocking agency, for import / supply of materials, compo 
nents and parts required for production to meet specific export orders, 
will be considered on merits . 


33 . Requests from film producers may be considered for advance 
allocation of colour raw stock and other requisites for production of 
films for export. 
Import Policy for Registered Exporters in Kandla Free Trade Zone 

34 . The exporters in the Kandla Free Trade Zone are treated on 
the samne basis as Registered Exporters in rest of India for the pur 
pose of grant of import licences under this policy . The Policy 
applicable to exports from Kandla Free Trade Zone will be subject 
to the following conditions: - 

(i) Eligibility : Only manufacturer -exporters from Kandla Free 
Trade Zone, holding valid Registration Certificates issued by the 
Administrator, Kandla Free Trade Zone, will be eligible to the benefit 
of the Import Policy for Registered Exporters . 

( ii) Nomination : The provision regarding nomination as laid 
down in paragraphs 9 to 12 of this policy will not apply to exports 
from Kandla Free Trade Zone. 


( iii) Grant of advance licence : Requests for grant of advance 
import licences for import of materials and intermediates, components 
and parts , required for the first six months of export production will 
be considered on merits . Such requests should be addressed to the 
Administrator, Kandla Free Trade Zone and will be received by the 
Assistant Controller of Imports and Exports , Kandla . The materials 
imported against advance licences will be treated as buffer stock . 
Thereafter , further licences will be granted only against exports 
actually made . No advance licences will, however, be issued to 
the manufacturer-exporters who have set up industries in the zone 
on the basis of an undertaking to secure import of raw materials 
through their own arrangement of foreign exchange, 


(iv ) Permissible items of imports : The manufacturer - exporters 
may apply for grant of import licences for any items actually requir 
ed by them for the manufacture of export product ( s ) on their fur 
nishing a declaration to that effect . The items which are banned for 
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import into the Free Trade Zone shall not , however , de allowed under 
this policy . Further advice in this regard may be obtained from the 
Registering Authority . 

( v ) Applications for licence : Applications for import licence 
should be made in the prescribed form to the Assistant Controller 
of Imports and Exports, New Kandla . 


Ad Hoc licences to consultancy firms 

35. Requests from technical consultancy firms earning foreign ex 
change by undertaking technical consultancy work for foreign 
clients, in the fields of civil construction and manufacturing industries , 
for licences for import of permissible items of design and drawing 
office equipment and instruments , erection and installation equip 
ment, tools and accessories, actually required and not indigenously 
available , will be considered on merits on an ad hoc basis .
